THE CITY HALL’ MUSEUM, 
HONGKONG. . 

_ (London e& Ohina Express, April 8.)

This, wo suppose, is 
really all that is required, and whatever 
the receipts for admission ‘are the inatitu- 
tion will benefit to that extent. The Go- 
vernment grant is worth having, and the 
sacrifice to sccure-it under the conditions 
proposed. is not a very great one. The 
argument adopted by the Secretary of State 
for the Colonics is‘a strong one wheii it 
refers to a grant of public money, and can 
hardly be gainsayed, There is no inter- 
ference with the powers’ of the committee 
to form rules, and the suggestion is, there- 
fore, in reality o recognition of the position. 
of the institution aa defined.in the letter 
sent from Hongkong. A certain quid pro

OPIUM IN CHINA. 

The. correspondent ‘of The. Times, in'a

Opium 
is a more risky crop than cereals, but, it 
pays seven times aa well, _In ordinary cit 

[cumstances a poppy crop subjects the grower 
to no interference on the part of his officials 
beyond paying: tho customary taxes ; and. 
in many-districts where opium in manu- 
facture or* transit is the sole source of re- 
venue its culture is encouraged. a 

There is one risk, however, which the 
native grower of the poppy must take into 
account, although it is a small one, and 
that is the risk of destruction of his orop by 
an official in some part of whose jurisdiction 
there may be afamine, When cereals fail 
in China the places which have cannot 
come to the relief of those which have not, 
and neither money nor opium can be ox- 
changed for bread, owing to the defective 
means of inter-communication in the 
country. It is cuatomary in such circum- 
stances to order the rooting up of tho 
poppy crop, and the ordera are carried out 
in proportion to the sincerity and energy of 
the official. But as soon the ‘time of acar- 
city, 8 past the poppy is allowed to -bloom 
over the land again, and the. reforming 
official, whose ‘thoroughgoing. patriotism 
has in the meantime been reported to and 
dilated.on by the anti-opium society, reapa 
the usual reward in an enhanced revenue. 
Proclamations agdinst the culture of the 
poppy, whether emanating from high or low 
officials, the grower may at all time disre- 
gard, or ‘‘ contract” himself out of by va- 
Iuable consideration in the shapo of bribes. 
During the past twelve years I can only 
recollect one case whore a crusadé against 
the poppy was carried on by an honest and 
a determined reformer with a single eye. to 
the good of his country, and being honest 
ie determined he was thoroughly success- 
ul. 

Rogarding the effect of opium on the 
nation, there is by.ho means a consensus of 
opinion that it is thoroughly bad... That it 
enslaves, enfeobles, and may kill all who 
take it in excess is incontestable, That. it
